BERLIN, March 30.—Germany's 
indorsement of Adolf Hitler’s re¬ 
militarization of the Rhineland 
mounted to 99 per cent today while 
der fuehrer turned to drafting of 
new proposals to the other Lo¬ 
carno powers which political 
sources intimated would “astound 
the world." 

The Nazi propaganda machine, 
moving with speed and precision, 
swung virtually the entire German 
nation behind Hitler in yesterday's 
election, nominally to select a new 
roichstag but actually to approve 
his violation of the Versailles 
treaty and Locarno pact. 

An official tabulation of the re¬ 
turns. still incomplete, raised Hit¬ 
lers percentage from 98.79 to 99 
per cent of the votes cast - the 
greatest indorsement ever given 
in any plebiscite. 

Others ‘Invalid’ 

Of the 44,954,937 ballots, 44,- 
4X1,911 were marked clearly with 
a cross in the circle opposite the 
name of Hitler, officers an¬ 
nounced On the remaining 543,016 
ballots the electors either wrote 
“No” or otherwise made their 
votes "invalid." 

In the German view, the fact 
there was no chance to vote in op¬ 
position, but only to take the Nazi 
party list or leave it, did not de¬ 
tract from the overwhelming Nazi 
triumph. 

Der fuehrer now felt, informed 
sources said, that whatever he 
might demand from the other pow¬ 
ers he would demand not as the 
dictator, but as the servant of 
67,000,000 Germans who command¬ 
ed him not to yield one inch of 
German territory, nor one bit of 
German rights. 

Hitler, i was believed, would be 
more intransigent than ever now 
in his dealings with other nations. 

.May Ask Delay 

There was no intimation, how¬ 
ever, of the exact contents of his 
extensive counter-proposals to the 
Locarno powers, promised for to¬ 
morrow in his preliminary reply 
March 24 to the London plan for 
a settlement of the Rhineland 
issue. 

Unconfirmed rumors arise Hit¬ 
ler might notify Anthony Eden, 
British foreign secretary, he wish¬ 
ed to take a few more days to com¬ 
plete the draft of these proposals. 

Some Wilhelmstras.se sources 
expressed belief der fuehrer de¬ 
sired to announce his reply to the 
Locarno nations in the same sol¬ 
emn way he announced March 7 
the occupation of the Rhineland in 
violation of the treaties of Ver¬ 
sailles and Locarno. 

That would be by calling to¬ 
gether the new reichstag, chosen to 
succeed the old body which was 
dissolved simultaneously with the 
Rhineland move, to permit the 
plebiscite on Hitler's policies.

The government wood tester ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the wooc 
in the kidnap ladder did not come 
from Hauptmann’s attic—an opin¬ 
ion contrary to Koehler’s testi¬ 
mony. 

Koehler’s qualifications as an 
expert were bitterly but unsuc¬ 
cessfully challenged at the Flem- 
ington trial last year by the then 
chief defense counsel, Edward 
Reilly. 

The court session was secret 
and while it struggled over her 
husband’s fate, Mrs. Anna 
Hauptmann went to the death 
house for what may be her last 
sight of her husband alive. She 
will not be allow’ed to see him 
tomorrow’ if the execution hour 
remains unchanged. 

Besides attacking the testimony 
of the wood r xpert, Governor 
Hoffman had other information 
with which he hoped to break 
down the court’s reluctance to in¬ 
terfere with the death sentence, 
though he was not very hopeful 
that his efforts would be suc¬ 
cessful. 

‘Confession’ Repudiated 

He had a “confession,” later 
repudiated, from Paul H Wendel, 
a middle aged Trenton man, for¬ 
mer lawyer and druggist, that he 
kidnaped the baby; a “confession” 
from Gaston B. Means, notorious 
federal convict now in Leaven¬ 
worth prison, that he (Means) 
planned and executed the crime; 
and reports from various private 
investigators concerning various 
phases of the Lindbergh case— 
reports which the governor be¬ 
lieves cast serious doubt on some 
of the testimony the state pro¬ 
duced at Hauptmann’s trial.

Miss Woodward disappeared 
Saturday night after attending a 
picture theater a'onr. At dawn, 
after an all-night search, she was 
found, attacked and hying, her 
skull crushed. She died Sunday 
afternoon without regaining con¬ 
sciousness.

Dissension among the 1 iders of 
the Townsend pension movement 
increased today with publication 
of a reprimand by Dr. F. E. Town¬ 
send to Representative McGroarty 
(D., Cal. i. author of legislation to 
put the plan into effect. 

“The recent appeal by Congress¬ 
man McGroarty for the Townsend 
people in California to immedi¬ 
ately register from the Repub¬ 
lican to the Democratic party has 
created unnecessary confusion 
throughout California.” said an 
article in the Townsend Weekly. 

The article added McGroarty 
had "gone right ahead" despite a 
headquarters statement that it 
would not indorse anyone to head 
any presidential delegation. 

McGroarty has g-iven permission 
for his name to be used in the 
California presidential primary, 
asserting he merely wanted a dele¬ 
gation to the Democratic conven¬ 
tion pledged to urge a Townsend 
platform plank.

tried and that the testimony of 
some state witnesses there was 
open to serious questioning. 

Huffman Doubtful 

He sought to convince the par¬ 
dons court—which is a court of 
mercy rather than of law - that it 
should go over in detail the cir¬ 
cumstances which have convinced 
him that Jersey justice is endan¬ 
gered if Hauptmann goes to his 
chair tomorrow night. 

He was doubtful as the court 
met, however, of being able to con¬ 
vince the other members that they 
should go Into the detailed reason¬ 
ing which has actuated the gov¬ 
ernor himself. 

The clemency appeal's success 
was further threatened because of 
Hauptmann's continuing insistence 
that he is Innocent of any connec¬ 
tion with the kidnap-murder. Ordi¬ 
narily the court considers clemen¬ 
cy appeals only when the prisoner 
confesses guilt and begs for mercy.

Recent examinations, particular¬ 
ly in walnut orchards where cover 
crops are growing- and where there 
has been no irrigation since last 
fail, reveal the soil to be dry, ac¬ 
cording to Farm Advisor Harold 
Wahlberg. 

Turing over cover crops and sup¬ 
plying moisture deficiencies are 
the two outstanding things that 
should be done now, Mr. Wahlberg 
said. If cover crop growth has 
developed from rainfall only, the 
orchard soil does not contain 
enough water for the next couple 
of months, said Mr. Wahlberg, 
adding that there are too many 
walnut orchards which were not 
irrigated following the harvest. 

Reduced incomes, and expecta¬ 
tion of rain are the reasons for 
the situation, he explained. The 
results in this year's crop will be 
small sizes and if the conditions 
are permitted to continue, they 
will affect the quality of the 
kernel. 

Mr. Wahlberg said this irriga¬ 
tion advice is applicable to 1 de¬ 
ciduous fruit orchards, vineyards 
and berry plantings. In the lat¬ 
ter two cases, however, the situa¬ 
tion is not so serious because 
fewer cover crops are grown. A 
heavy irrigation is not necessary 
in the better orchards, hut there 
should be enough water to put the 
soil in good condition for spring 
growth, said Mr. Wahlberg.

WHAT ARE the essentials of a 
good radio script? You readers 
with ambitions towards radio writing 
who have popped this question to 
jour equally curious correspondent, 
needs must pay attention to what 
follows. 

For as we spen class, Courtenay 
Savage, head of the Columbia 
Broadcasting System's dramatics 
and continuity department, is speak¬ 
ing: 


“OFF-HAND I would suggest that 
the first requirements are vividness 
j and clarity of action through dia¬ 
logue rather than narration. The 
radio appeals only to the ear. 

‘‘Next, each character must be ad¬ 
dressed by name as soon as he or 
| she comes into the scene. There 
must always be at least two persons 
before the microphone because lis¬ 
teners absolutely refuse to pay at¬ 
tention to soliloquies, no matter how 
j brilliant. 

“On the other hand, too many 
characters in a script lead to con¬ 
fusion, due to the difficulty of keep¬ 
ing them in mind when they cannot 
he seen. 

“The understanding of sound ef¬ 
fects is not essential because produc¬ 
ers and control engineers can intro¬ 
duce such items. 

“Some of the most successful radio 
dramas last half an hour. Such a 
period gives time for character and 
plot development which a fifteen- 
minute period does not permit. On 
the other hand, attempts to con¬ 
dense full length plays or novels into 
short periods is extremely difficult 
for even the experienced writer be¬ 
cause the tempo becomes too fast to 
be followed. 

“A fifteen-minute script should 
average thirteen or fourteen double¬ 
spaced typewritten pages, providing 
the dialogue is not too short. (In this 
connection, I want to say that dia¬ 
logue should be crisp but not mon¬ 
osyllabic.) A half-hour program re¬ 
quires from twenty-three to thirty 
pages, although the preliminary 
script may run longer. A good direc¬ 
tor can cut out excess wordage and 
improve the story thereby, but he 
finds it hard to make last-minute 
additions.” 

“Writers should submit two or 
three sample scripts in sequence with 
a brief outline of programs to fol¬ 
low, and they should never imitate 
shows already on the air. 

“Last but not least, don’t write 
your story to please Aunt Minnie or 
a possible sponsor. Write it to please 
yourself and give it all you’ve got in 
plot, characterization and technique. 
Your chances of getting it accepted 
will be far better. Class dismissed!"

as Dividing Line for Old Ranchos 


They’re Reconstruction Days at Johnstown Now 


(In an effort to acquaint residents of Orange county with some 
of their most-prized historic possessions. The Journal is publish¬ 
ing a series of daily articles on county landmarks. These articles 
will describe their location and give historical facts concerning 
them. Today’s article tells about Red Hill, near Tustin.—Kditor.)

Rod Hill, past of Tustin, was 
perhaps a more famous landmark 
in the early days of this county 
than it is today; but because of 
its importance then, it is still 
remembered as an outstanding 
spot in the county. 

In "Historic Spots in Southern 
California," by Hero Eugene 
Rensch and Ethel Grace Rensch 
it is recalled that Red Hill was 
known to the : niards as Cer¬ 
rito de Las Ranas, or hill of the 
frogs. It was "an ancient land¬ 
mark followed by Indians, pa¬ 
dres, Spanish rancheros and 
early map makers. It became 
the dividing line between the 
ranchos. 


"Between it and the Santiago 
hills nearby ran the old trail. 
Later the stage route also fol¬ 
lowed this road, crossing the 
Santa Ana river near Olive and 
dividing north of the river, one 
route going through La Habra 
valley dia Don Rio Rico’s 
rancho, and the other west of 
Anaheim via Rancho Coyote, 
north of Buena Rark and Santa 
Fe Springs. 

“One of the oid stage stations, 
a mile or two east of Red Hill, 
was a landmark for many years 
but has disappeared." 

Many years ago a tunnel was 
dug in Red Hill in an attempt to 
mine quicksilver. 


SACRAMENTO, March .10. CP 
Cause of the explosion of 1900 
pounds of dynamite which blew 
Rcvas Ruddy. 25, powder expert, 
into fragments and rocked the 
countryside near Sacremento was 
under investigation today. 

The force of the blast was felt 
several miles distant, rattling 
windows in Ssctamento doing 
damage to houses in the vicinity 
and shifting one house from its 
foundation. Several persons living 
from a quarter-mile away or far¬ 
ther were injured, none seriously 

In parts of the capital city the 
shock was as great as that of a 
minor earthquake. 

A heavy automobile truck in 
which Puddy ha 1 gone to the dyn¬ 
amite cache, in pasture about a 
half-mile from ti e well travelled 
Sacramento-Davis highway, pre¬ 
sumably to take an inventory, was 
strewn over an area of a quarter 
of a mile. 

K. E. Lewis, general manager 
of the company employing Ruddy 
advanced no theory as to what 
caused the blast. 


LOS ANGELES, March .10. CP) 
Charges of forced payments from 
a WPA worker to win promotion 
to higher wage brackets prompted 
an intensive investigation today 
by the county works progress ad¬ 
ministration. 

Henry Ashton Wood of Glendale 
was booked on suspicion of extor¬ 
tion after Robert Mitchell paid 
him with a marked $5 bill, police 
and federal authorities reported. 

Mitchell said Wood, foreman on 
a WPA shoe repairing project, in¬ 
formed him his promotion from a 
$64-a-month job to one paying $85 
“would cost $20.” Mitchell said he 
arranged to pay $5 monthly for 
four months. Wood’s arrest came 
when the third instalment was 
turned over. 

Wood told officers he had be¬ 
friended Mitchell many times and 
had borrowed $20 from him. 

"Recently I bought an automo¬ 
bile and was a little short of rash,” 
Wood explained. 


ADDIS ABABA, March 30, CP) 
An Italian air raid which spread 
fire and panic throughout Harar 
wrought virtual destruction on that 
second city of Ethiopia, the gov¬ 
ernment charged today, and wreck¬ 
ed several hospitals and French 
centers. 

A squadron of Fascist planes, 
Ethiopian reports said, plunged in¬ 
cendiary bombs down on the 
strategic center 250 miles east of 
the capital for more than two 
hours yesterday, leaving the city 
in flames. 

Forewarned by scouting 
planes, however, most of the 
populace fled the city in ter¬ 
ror, advices to the capital said, 
and few persons were believed 
to have fallen victims to the 
bombardment. 

An offical communique, relayed 
by telephone from Harar to Addis 
Ababa, said 15 bombs struck the 
Egyptian Red Cross hospital there, 
several hit the Ethiopian Red 
Cross hospital and two fell near 
the Swedish hospital. 

A French mission, the French 
consulate, the former Italian con¬ 
sulate, the Ethiopian radio station 
and prison all were reported of¬ 
ficially to have been ruined. 

“Monsignor Jaroseau, in 
charge of the French mission, 
refused to leave his altar dur¬ 
ing the bombardment,” the com¬ 
munique said. “The church was 
wrecked, but he was unhurt.” 

The attack on Harar, coupled 
with a heavy bombardment of Ji- 
jiga, 50 miles east of Harar and 
a center of Ethiopia's southern de¬ 
fense, raised native fears in Addis 
Ababa that the capital itself might 
be the next target of the Italian 
aerial bombs. 

A government communique said 
an Italian plane crashed and 
burned today while bombing Inda 
Mehoni, near Amba Alajal, on 
main Fascist line on the northern 
front.

“Yes indeed, they’re all good 
housekeepers,” proudly said Fire 
Chief Luxembourger. 

He wasn't speaking of the worn 
en in his family, but of Santa 
Ana’s 34 firemen, who spend 21 
out of each 48 hours at the four 
local fire stations fluffing up pil¬ 
low’s, reconditioning machinery or 
dashing out on calls. 

A tour of thj North Sycamore 
station where the chief has his 
office will convince any skeptic 
that the boys really can keep 
house. Every ; rch of the two- 
story building is clean and neat, 
including the shiny brass pole 
down which the firemen slide 
when they get rush calls. 

Save City Thousands 

The unusual industry and varied 
talents of the Santa Ana firemen 
save the city thousands of dollars 
annually, Chief Luxembourger 
told me. 

For instance, there’s P. T 
Brightwell, who’s sandwiched car¬ 
pentering in with his firefighting 
career, and who just finished tear¬ 
ing out a large partition in the 
Sycamore station’s office. He 
makes shelves, cabinets and does 
all sorts of odd jobs at the sta¬ 
tion 

“Then when Brightwell knocked 
out the partition, C. N. Turner 
and W. M. Fipps, two of the fel¬ 
lows who know the plastering 
trade, fixed up the walls as good 
as new,” the chief continued. Fire¬ 
men Brightwell has been with the 
Santa Ana force 12 years 
The “Stuff Artist” 

The chief led the way into the 
open workshop which the men 
constructed from the old wooden 
building wrecked on the Bowers 
museum site. Here were multiple 
evidences of the industry of Paul 
M. Reynolds, the .station's “staff 
artist.” Fireman Reynolds puts 
that old fire chief red paint on the 
trucks, stripes them, letters what¬ 
ever signs are needed and in his 
spare moments monograms belt 
buckles and car doors for his 
friends. 

“Then we have our master me¬ 
chanic, E. R. Skaggs,” said my 
guide.

Since the 
city hall got all fixed up, we’re 
working over cur station, too.”

which moves slowly through the 
body’s tissues, outside the blood 
vessels, gradually increasing its 
flow.

And 
somewhere in this same kind of 
cycle comes the second wind. 


NEW York, March 30. UP>— 
“Second wind,” the familiar ex¬ 
perience that millions will soon 
be having again as they answer 
the appeal of outdoors, is still a 
medical, physical and chemical 
mystery. 

But some of the boy’s internal 
changes are known, enough to in¬ 
dicate that second wind is prob¬ 
ably the work of metabolism, a 
call on the salt reserves, a speed¬ 
ing up of the circulation of the 
white substance (ailed lymph. 

Percy M. Dawson, M. D. for¬ 
merly associate professor at John 
Hopkins and at the University of 
Wisconsin, in summarizing his sci¬ 
entific studies points out that oxy¬ 
gen consumed decreases marked¬ 
ly when the second wind arrives. 

Oxygen Use Drops 

In some experiments, in the 
labored breathing before the sec¬ 
ond wind, oxygen consumption has 
measured 10.7 times that of rest. 
With second wind this oxygen 
used dropped to 8.5 times the rest. 
Others have measured the car¬ 
bon dioxide exhaled, and found it 
also drops with the coming of sec¬ 
ond wind. 

This oxygen and carbon dioxide 
use is called ventilation. 

“It has been observed,” Dr. 
Dawson said, "when a subject runs 
one and a half miles without ex¬ 
periencing second wind but only a 
stitch in the side that ventilation 
is constant throughout.” 

A Constant Speed 

"When graded runs were tried, 
first at 2.7 miles an hour, then 
3.6, 5.5 and 7.3. no second wind 
appeared. 

“It is stated the best running 
records are those in which speed 
from start to finish is constant,” 
Dr. Dawson says. 

Another factor in the compli¬ 
cated human mechanism is that 
the viscera contract during exer¬ 
cise. Some authorities hold that 
the spleen in thus contracting 
squeezes into the circulating blood 
more red blood corpuscles, thus 
enabling the body to carry more 
oxygen. 

It is then suggested that a 
stitch in the left side may be due 
to a contraction of the spleen.

Patent for the safety device was 
given Mr. Barrows March 3.

Designed to protect plate glass 
windows from sudden and violent 
shocks of earthquake, train or 
truck jarring, settling of the 
building, and wind pressure, the 
invention works by absorbing 
such shocks through tiny but 
strong coil springs within the cop¬ 
per tube. The device fits be¬ 
neath the lower corners of a pane 
of glass, replacing the usual wood 
setting block within the sill. 

Each tube will hold from two to 
five springs, varying in tensile 
strength according to the weight 
to be supported. For the Lowe 
windows, 10 springs, each capable 
of supporting 25 pounds, are used, 
five in each tube. This 250 pounds 
of glass is supported without dan¬ 
ger of shivering or collapsing from 
violent jars. A thin strip of 
leather topping the narrow tube 
prevents friction between glass 
and copper.

'RAG DOLL' TEST 
GIVES FARMERS 
INDEX TO CORN

CINCINNATI. March 30. UP 
Ohio agricultural experts are cau¬ 
tioning farmers against planting 
seed corn before careful testing. 

Severe cold weathe. has caused 
much seed corn to deteriorate due 
to freezing of the moisture con¬ 
tent. Carl R. Bibbce, Hamilton 
county agricultural agent, says 
farmers may find many ragged 
fields unless they conduct careful 
tests. 

He adds, corn that tested 85 
per cent germination before 
Christmas has been found to test 
only 65 per cent now. 

As a result he is inaugurating 
the "rag doll method” for test¬ 
ing corn and his office is filled 
with containers that will tell the 
story of the value of potential 
seed corn. 

The method, roughly, consists of 
removing about 10 kernels of corn 
from an ear, marking both the 
kernels and the ear, and wrap¬ 
ping the kernels in a moist cloth 
or paper toweling. 

The kernels then are placed in a 
container for a week, after which 
the kernels are removed and the 
sprouts, if any, examined to learn 
the advisability of planting from 
the ear from which the kernels 
wore removed.

Save the Beaches 

W ITH destructive beach erosion menacing the seashore 
playgrounds of Orange county and the rest of 
Southern California, a timely word of warning comes from 
A. G. Johnson, of the bureau of engineering, Los Angeles. 
Mr. Johnson predicts complete destruction of the beaches 
unless preventive measures are taken. 

Citing disastrous washouts which have occurred at 
Santa Monica, Venice, Redondo Beach, Santa Barbara 
and Long Beach, the engineer lays the blame on inade¬ 
quate bulkheads. He says, "Anybody who attempts to 
control the ocean with an offhand study, or with a mere 
glance at the locality, is going to waste somebody’s money 
and get somebody into trouble. 

"If experience with similar structures in various parts 
of the world is a reliable criterion, we may expect com¬ 
plete destruction of the beaches southeast of Santa Mon¬ 
ica unless preventive measures are taken. Such destruc¬ 
tion would be a very great calamity, since the greater 
portion of these beaches is now publicly owned. 

"The engineering problems encountered in a study of 
the beaches on Santa Monica bay are typical ones, but no 
two stretches of shore will have identical problems, even 
though conditions may seem much the same. Each one 
must be studied by itself and a solution of its problems 
must be governed by the result of careful studies. 

"It is increasingly apparent that the problems en¬ 
countered in proper development and protection of our 
beaches are so great that they call for coordinated long¬ 
term planning and construction beyond the resources of 
local communities. The problem is state-wide, even 
national, in its scope.” 

Mr. Johnson issued his warning at the recent meet¬ 
ing of the California Beaches association at La Jolla. 
Warnings are of value only as a preliminary to formula¬ 
tion of practical plans. It is important that the La Jolla 
discussion he followed up by adoption of an aggressive 
program to save for the people these great recreation 
areas.

Food—and Purchasing Power 

I T’S GREAT news for American housewives that lower 
food prices are in prospect. Government experts fore¬ 
see a drop in prices of pork, beefsteak, bread, milk and 
eggs. The drop is coming, it is said, because the commodi¬ 
ties mentioned will be more plentiful during the next few 
months than they have been recently. 

As a result, millions of families which are not getting 
nearly enough income to satisfy their wants will be able 
to buy a little more food than formerly—provided that 
wages are not lowered correspondingly. 

As the Brookings Institution of Washington points 
out, the extent of the unfilled wants in this country may 
be judged by the fact nearly all family income in the 
$2,000 class or lower is spent for ordinary consumption 
goods—food, shelter, clothes, education, etc. Fifteen mil¬ 
lion families got less than this figure. 

One way to support these price drops without cutting 
wages is through increased efficiency in production and 
distribution. If we devise a way to make or grow two ar¬ 
ticles where formerly there was only one, and we pass this 
gain on to the people, purchasing power is actually 
created. 

Ways of doing this are known in many industries 
and agricultural classifications. In some cases it would 
be only necessary to utilize the full productive capacity 
of farms or factories. 

But if we curtail output and boost prices to the pub¬ 
lic, the reverse becomes true. We destroy purchasing 
power. And life becomes harder for everyone—except the 
group that profits temporarily by making the sales. 

The way out for the world and America does not lie 
in a stingy policy of shutting down farms and factories. 
It lies in widespread cooperation in the expansion of pro¬ 
duction, we believe, thus giving to all the people the larg¬ 
est possible consumption. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Housewife, we hope you enjoy to the 
fullest the expected drop in your food budget.

The hearing is scheduled at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning before a board of army engi¬ 
neers in Patriotic hall, 1816 Figueroa street. 

Seriously concerned over Orange county’s water 
problem, the federal government now proposes to foot the 
whole bill of the water conservation and flood control 
program for which last December it asked citizens of the 
county to contribute $6,000,000. 

Now that the government proposes to go through 
with the program at national expense without asking 
Orange county for a dollar—there should be no obstacles 
placed in its way.
